THMMPRQVED MAIL SEliVlGE. 

Imperfect as the mail service be- 
tween Victoria and the Interior, still. is, 
no one can say that it iS' iiota an ii^- 
mense improvcriient over' the, prie\ until 
lately in force. Mailn nre/tiow receiv- 
ed at Victoria, New W.estmiristet' and 
Yale three times instead of twice a 
week, as formerly, and without very 
great detention at Now Westminster 
either way — although, owing to the 
partial failure of the steamboat connec- 
tions as promised in the a^vertis^emcnt, 
a longer stay is' made at the lloyal 
City than was contemplated at first. 
In a little time it is hoped this irregu- 
larity will bo cured, and a perfect 
system of regularity and speed in tlio 
movements of the boats secured. Yale, 
and ihe districts above Yale, contril)UtL' 
most to the postal revenue, and while 
the interests of New Westminster are 
well guarded under the new system 
those of Yale, etc., have also been care- 
fully 1 .considered and protected. It 
would never do to subordinate the 
Biovements of-.the'iyost^l department to 
the fancied requirements of, any par- 
ticular district or section. Under tlio 
old arrangouient a foreign mail that 
reached Victoria between the Reiiii-

Tho Attoraey-Oeheralvs'aid' that since 
yesterday he had had tho advantage of 
reading tho Chief Justice's report to Otta-' 
wa and found that most of tho points on 
which ho intended to rely wore 'there 
raised. He then proceeded to argue that 
tho Act 37 Vic, cap. 42, see. 5, gave the 
Supremo Court full pp wer^tp ]^xy . Cf imiiial 
cases without a conUttis&ii}h.«'<i;TIuit''u'^he 
questioii'as to' the fss'ue or 'h'on-isstao '.of a 
commission is not a question of procedure 
but of prerogative — had it boon one of 
procedure tho Province would have had 
no right to deal with it. Tho mere ap- 
pointment of a justice of the peace was 
a matter of prerogative,^ lind^iso... was tho 
appointment jOf ajsoftti^Mip^fcp^^ 
terminer or nisi 'piiiia' witlr^ or- without 
commission. He then proceeded to pre- 
sent argument in favor of liis ^socoiid 
point, viz: tliat if commissions are nocea 
sary then the Lieut. -Governor cannot 
is.sue them because tho power to do so is 
confined to the Sovereign or theClovQrnor 
General as tlie representative of .'the;.Sov- 
ereign. A prerogative right could hot bo 
delegated by tho party to whom it had 
been confided by tho Sovereign. In sup- 
port of his contention tho learned counsel 
quoted from Ohitty, and other authorities. 
Ho then explained the diiferonco between 
tho lieut. -governors in Canaila in early 
days and tne liout-gpvornors of to-day. 

Tho Chief Justice— Everybody knows 
what ft lieut. -governor is, Mr. Attorney. 

Tho Attorney-General — Well, my Lord, 
I was not aware that your Lordship was 
thoroughly convei-aant with uppor and 
lower Canada. 

Tlie Attornoy-Oonoral then quoted fvpm 
tho British North America Act to show 
tho powers vested in tho Lieut. -Oovornor 
and how thoy woro obtained. The oidy 
prerogative ri;,'ht.=i tho Lieut. -Oovornor 
had were opening and closing tho legisla- 
ture and assenting to or refusing his 
assent to bill. 

Mr. Justice Gray — There is another 
very important prerogative ho haSj .Mri' 
Attorney, and one that very closely ' con- 
cerns you. Ho has tho power of dismiss- 
ing his miniBtoi'3. 

The Attorney-General — Yes, your Lord- 
ship, and of appointing them again. 

The Attorney-General then quoted from 
the text of tho present Govomor-Qeneral's 
commission to show tha;t'li%Kad thjS pre- 
rogative power delegated to him of ap- 
pointing all judges, and with that right 
the right of course to issue comnii.isions. 
The learned counsel also read an affidavit 
made by the >Liout. -Governor in which his 
Honor states .^ha.t 'he* , appended a true 
copy of his commission but that he never 
received^'the' instrubtions therein • refer- 
red to. ' ' . • ' I • ' / , 

The Chief Justice — Even if ho did re 
coive them they would not bo sufficient 
to give him power to issue commissions. 

The Attorney-General having submit- 
ted his third point, that if commissions is- 
Buod by the Liout.-Governur were valid 
the trial of tho prisphers was' 'also valid 
by virtue of tbe commission of' Noveih; 
ber 1879 — read the Order-in-Council ad- 
vising that tho commission be issued and 
a communic:ition from Messrs. McCreight 
and Robertson'i Grown law advisers, stat- 
ing that, in their opinion, no apecial com- 
mission was necessary for holding tho 
Court at Now Wcstjttiniiiter.: "The .Attor- 
ney-Goneral explain'od that the general 
commission of November, 1879, was is- 
sued ho believed with the approval of at 
least two of the judges. It was intention- 
ally of an expansive character for their 
convenience and to avoid any difficulty 
that might arise from tho commission be- 
ing left bebihd wl^on^a.jadge, wefit Cir- 
cuit. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Why, then, if the 
general commission issued in November, 
1879, was of such an expansive character, 
was it doomed necessary to issue another 
commission on March 8th, 1880 ? 

Tho Attorney-General said that ho was 
absent from the'ProvihcVat the timo and 
it was possible that the other raombera 
of tho executive were not awaro that the 
commission of November contained the 
peculiarly expansive provision. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Althougli you were 
absent tho Government was still in . exis- 
tence and the sudden change in policy 
seems strange. 

The Attorney •General — The matter was' 
purely a legal one which came particular- 
ly under my notice. 

The Chief Justice then pointed out very 
clearly that in the commission of Novom- 
i-ar last as well as that of March an at- 
tempt had been made to depart from the 
course pursued in all former commissions 
by making them returnable to the Lieut. - 
Governor instead of to Ottawa. Tho at- 
tempted innovation was relinquished in 
November and tho old form adhered to, 
but, strango to siiy, in March a further at- 
tempt was made to make tho commission 
returnable to the Lieut. -Governor. 

The Attorney General contended that 
tho Lieut. -Governor, if ho had a right to 
issue commissions, had no riglit to step 
out of the confines of this province and 
make them returnable to any pigeon-hole 
at Ottawa. ■ . i .• 

Mr.' Justice Crease said that he had 
offered to hold the Court, even under the 
commission of March 8th, on tho undor- 
standing that if any failure of justice took 
place he should not bo held responsible 
for it. 

Tho Chief Justice romarked that only a 
short time since he had held two Courts at 
Cassiarand on his'return had proceeded 
to Clinton, there to hold an assize. Mr. 
Robertson was then acting on behalf of 
tho Crown. Shortly after they arrived at 
Yale a telegram reached them telling the 
Court to wait — no commiaaion had been 
issued. His Lordship, juat six weeks be- 
foro th&tj ' liadi received a> commission 
which at the voiy time tho telegram came 
to hand he had in his pocket. It was 
evident that tho executive, whoever they 
might have been at that time, had actu- 
ally forgotten what had been done only 
six weeks previous. The conscquencu 
was the then acting Attorney General had 
chartered a special steamer to carry tho 
now and unnecessary commission to New 
Westminster, special messongors had been 
hired, swift c.inoes employed and tho 
business of the Court suspended all for 
what ? Nothing. The fact was an illus- 
tration of the value to be placed on the 
record of commissions issued which had 
Doon produced by tho Attorney General 
and was evidence that tho executive then 
doomed the presence . of, a^, commissiou 
when the Court opened ot .tKe greatest im- 
portance. ; . - •
